Washington, Aug. 31.— The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission today declared an emergency existed on the railroads 
west of the Mississippi and extended its priority orders to 
that vast territory.

there is no reaso n to do u b t that mau y u f the deaths iu America 
last y ear were du e to this characteristic o f hu man natu re. 
Any ­ 
thing therefo re that enco u rages this adv entu ro u s sp irit in y o u th 
is to b e disco u raged. Adv entu re is to be* aiUmred when it v s p u r­ 
p o sefu l, taking men into new fields fo r the p u rp o se o f disco v ery , 
whether the sp heres b e tho se o f seio atihc inv estigatio n, territo rial 
ex p lo ratio n, o r seeking imp ro v ements in tlight thro u gh the air. 
Bu t when adv entu re o r du ring are p u rp o seless, in that they nav e 
no o ther o b ject than that o f affo rding a thrill to sp ectato rs mu t 
b ringing a financial reward to tho se who take the risk, the p u b lic, 
in the light o f the accidental death to ll in America, o u ght u > refu se 
to enco u rage su ch u ndertakings. 
Again hu mgn natu re is so co nstitu ted that it eo ndenu rs v hings 
in o thers that It do es no t co ndemn in itself. 
Americans dep lo re 
the mess o f a b u ll tight b u t sit co ntentedly when a y o u ng life is u 
the b alance, attracted to the scene b y the fact that their u u u 'b id 
desires may b e satisfied b y seeing the stu nt fly er o r the au to mo b ile 
p ilo t risking their liv es, and at all times threatened with death. 
Berhap s in time tho se who p ay fo r su ch entertainment will see 
that tHey are enco u raging their fello ws to risk their liv es fo r their 
mo rb id satisfactio n, and that, alter all, the highest resp ect o f all 
is the resp ect fo r hu man life.

If the mo tiv e b ehind su ch activ ities is that o f destro y ­ 
ing the p ro p erty o t large lu mb er co mp anies, to b u rn o v er the 
ho ldings o f so me neighb o r thro u gh sp ite, o r to hav e the w.q trhjd 
p leasu re o f watching tro m a distance their destru ctiv e wo rk, su ch 
dangero u s p erso ns sho u ld b e cap tu red and p u t where their de­ 
stru ctiv e tendencies will b e witho u t an o p p o rtu nity to r ex p ressio n. 
Pu b lic sentiment is mo re to lerant o l tho se who accidentally 
cau se su ch destru ctio n thro u gh neglecting to ex tingu ish fires 
aro u nd which they hav e camp ed. 
Bu t carelessness which resu its 
in the lo ss o f p ro p erty and life, to say no thing o f the natu ral 
b eau ty o f the sectio ns b u rned o v er, will no t b e accep ted as an ex ­ 
cu se when the negligent are b ro u ght face to face with the destru c­ 
tiv e resu lts o f their carelessness. 
It is high time that citizens 
were b ro u ght to see that Minneso ta affo rds p riv ileges fo r getting 
o u t and enjo y ing natu re which are no t to b e fo u nd in o ther o lder 
co u ntries; and tnat these p riv ileges sho u ld lead to care in p ro tect­ 
ing the co mmo n heritage, and do no t affo rd the license to destro y 
the p ro p erty they enjo y , b y their carelessness.
